Haille Selassie, self-styled 
King of Kings, and Emperor of 
Ethiopia, to-day ordered general 
mobilization of his whole do- 
main as 30,000 Halian troops, a 
large number_of army tanks and 
neroplanes crossed the Ethiopian 
border in a move which might 
touch off the entire powder keg 
of a tarbulent Europe. Accord- 
ing to the report received to- 
day, Mussolini has established a 
base 25 miles within the boun- 
daries of Ethiopia. 

No resistance was offered to 
this move of the Italian troops 
by Ethiopia and it was felt that 
no resistance would be forth- 
coming until the Italians had 
penetrated far into the deserts 
of Abyssinia where the heat and 
thirst would weaken them and 
make them more susceptible to 
attack,

WOODSTOCK, Oct. 2. — Eliza- 
beth Anne Tilford, 56-year-old wom- 
‘an who has been widowed three 
‘times, was convicted tonight by a 
Supreme Court jury of the poison 
murder of her 35-year-old husband, 
Tyrrell, and sentenced to hang on 
Dec. 17. 
Shouts’ Denial 

When Mr. Justice A, C. Kingstone 
finished pronouncing the death sen- 
tence, she shouted emotionally: 

“Your Loraship, it’s not right, If 


Id only had a chance to give my! ! 


evidence. Framed, absolutely 
framed! May God have mercy on 
the Tilfords’ souls,’’ 

The jury deliberated six hours 
while hundreds of persons jammed 
the courtroom and corridors wail- 
ing for the end of Oxford County's 
murder, trial in nearly fifteen years. 

At 8,30 1t was indicated the jury 
had reached a verdict. Court as- 
sembled and Mrs, Tilford, who had 
entered on the arms of Norman 
Walker, a son by a previous mar- 
riage, and Proyincial Constable 
Clark, appeared to have recovered 
from her collapse of the afternoon, |

ed the jury the formal questions. 
At the word “guilty”, a low moan 
came from Mrs, Tillford’s lips, 

The verdict was recorded while 
the court room was hushed i) a si- 
lenee that seemed oppressive.

solini. They put the communists to 
flight. He gathered a large army 
and marched into Rome and the 
government walked out. 

“He is not showing the best side 
ef his nation to the world to-day. 
He knows that as a Dictator his 
road is becoming harder year by 
year. 

‘Ttaly is also financially unsound 
and Mussolini knows it. He 1s clev- 
er enough to see that. He feels that 
something spectacular has to be! 
done and today he is attempting to 
pull the biggest bluff in history. 
He does not want to go to war with 
England or the world powers. But 
he wants Italy to expand because 
the population is growing. He sees 
great wealth in Ethiopia. 
his interest In Ethiopia is purely 
fraternal, To modernize Ethiopia, 
a backward people and to make a 
place for Italian people. 

“The bluff is not working at Gene- 
va and Mussolini pretends to see no 
reason why other countries should 
interfere. He finds it hard work to 
keep making speeches. He looks for 
!a good reason to go in and gobble 
up Ethiopia for that country’s good 
It would provide Italy with a large, 
rich colony and to conquer Ethiopia 
would bring great glory to Mussoli- 
ni and great prestige: 

“Ethiopia is the only country that 
has never been conquered and has 
the oldest form of government. They 
are a home loving, peaceable people. 
They are not wild. While they are 
not fighters, they are patriotic and 
will defend their country. I’m sure 
that Mussolini with 200,000 trained 
soldiers and great equipment~will 
find it hard to conquer Ethiopia —I 
doubt if he can ever do it. 

“There are a few bricks in the 
machinery. The Ethiopians do not 
wish to be ctyilized by Mussolini's 
method and the League of Nations 
does not like it. They have warned 
Italy. 

“Ethiopia is a country of consid- 
erable. size, being one-third larger 
than the British Isles. — 393,000 sq. 
miles in area; population about 3,- 
000,000. There is a race of black 
Jews in Ethiopia. They are not ne- 
groes, 

“In the early days Ethiopia was 
a war-like nation, but with the 
coming of the Christian religion she 
accepted the life of Jesus Christ. 
For/thousands of years she has been 
a peaceful country. Conditions for 
f world war are dangerous — the 
whole nation in Africa is suspicious 
and seething and agitating because 
they feel that Italy is warring on 
them because they are blacks. 
There is a danger of all dark-skin- 
ned people rising up in thelr might, 
including India and other coun- 
tries. That is the grave danger and 
now ts the time to subdue Mussoli- 
ni and now is the time for all Chris- 
tians to pray for peace,” "

His Lordship then passed the 
death sentence. 

Mrg. Tilford was placed on trial, 
Sept. 24. The Crown charged she 
killed her husband by slowly adm‘n- 
istering arsenic. About twoscore wit- 
nesses were called by the prosecu- 
tion. The defense called none. 

In his address to the jury today 
C. W. Bell, chief of defense counsel 
declared he refused to place Mrs- 
Tilford in the witness bex because 
“T would not dare try to pull that 
woman through that wild morass of 
accusations because, innocent as one 
may he, you could not hope to do it.” 
Crown Evidence 

Crown evidence was to the effect 
that Mrs. Tilford late last winter 
ordered arsenic from a drug store. 
Many of the dead man’s relatives, 
including his aged father and mo- 
ther, told of his dying hours and 
his accusations that his wife was 
poisoning him. Tytrell Tilford died 
March 29. Evidence of an analyst, 
and medico-legal expert was brought 
in, along with testimony of physic- 
jans calted by the Tilfords, to show 
that death w caused by poisoning 
and that arsenic had been found in 
Tilford's body after exhumation. 

Mr. Bell concluded his address to 
the jury toduy after a three-hour 
speech yesterd Crown Counsel) 
Snyder followed, and Mr. Justice! 
Kingstone then gave his charge to 
the jury. 

Collapsed in Corridor 

» During the aay Mrs. Tilford, who 
at times throughout the trial was al- 
ternately composed and highly ner- 
vous, collapsed in a corridor of the 
court house after a fainting spell. 
She was given medical attention. 

She. sobbed almost continually 
iduring Mr. Snyder's address and his 
Me ip’s charge. It was after the 
jury retired that she collapsed. She 
was ordered removed to jail until 
called for, after Mr. Bell had said-he 
did not wish the jury recalled, but 
wanted to register objections to one 
two points not covered in the 
charge.

Hepburn Act 
Gives Jobs

Employment of thousands of

Band met the Premier's car and 
escorted {it to the Armourles. 
Estimates of the crowd, always 
unreliable, varied from 1,000 to 
1,500 at two o'clock while the 
streets were still thronged with 
the incoming crowd. The large 
doors were filleq with people from 
various parts of the two counties 
and ushers were desperately try- 
ing to find accommodation for the 
audience. 
The Boys’ Band filed into the 
Armouries playing a stirring march 
and the Premier came in amid the 
cheers and applause of the huge 
gathering. 
‘A. E, Rich, of Mariposa, was the 
chairman and after his brief re- 
marks he called Mayor P. E. Pick- 
ering, who extended a civic wel- 
come to “the most courageous pre- 
mier Canada ever had.” 
Amid the ringing cheers of the 
great throng Premier Hepburn ac- 
cepted the position of Honorary 
Bandmaster of the Lindsay Boys’ 
Band following which the band 
struck up with great gusto, “For 
He's a Jolly Good Fellow.” 
BRUCE McNEVIN 

Bruce McNevin, the candidate for 
the riding of Victoria and Halibur- 

ton was first-introduced by A. E. 

Rich, the chairman and he deliver- 

ed a brief, but comprehensive ad- 

dress dealing chiefly with his posi- 
tion on the controversial matter of 

Section 98, Mr. McNevin expressed 

his great pleasure at the opportun- 
ity to welcome the Premier to Lind- 

say, and he referred to him as a 

man who is youthful in years but 

old in experience. The speaker also 
welcomed Wishart Campbell, the yo- 
calist, and Professor W. E. Fletcher, 
the accompanist. 

The time has come, said Mr. Mc- 

Nevin, when we have to discard par- 
tyism and look for the policies calcu- 
lated to be in the interests of the 
mass of the people. I have asked my 
opponents to deal with federal fi- 
mances but so far they have failed 
to do so. 

He accepted ©. G. Frost’s chal- 
lenge to state his stand on Section 
98. I want to say that section 98 is 
copied from American laws and 
deals with unlawful assembly and 
overthrow of governments by force, 
etc. In England they have not found 
it necessary to impose a law such as 
Section 98. In this Dominion of 
Canada, if we are interested in the 
Preservation of democracy, we 
Must repeal section 98. I am ready 
to support trade with the United 
States but I am opposed’ to copying 
their laws. I will copy British law, 
as the British Criminal Code is the 
greatest in the world. 

The electors, sald the speaker, are 
to choose which way the adminis- 
tration is to go for th enext five 
years. In this election there are at 
least five ways to choose. He refer- 
red to all the different policies brief- 
ly starting with the C.c.F. policies 
which policies are not supported by 
a candidate locally, 

As regards Bennett, they are ask- 
ing you to trayel for the next five 
years along the Bennett highway, 
which highway has been travelled 
by us for the past five years. I leave 
it with the voters to decide whether 
they want to travel along this high- 
way for another five. 

Then there is the Stevens Party, 
let us call it the Stevens Detour. If 
we are to follow this detour we will 
find that it will eventually lead us 
right back to the Bennett Highway 
said Mr, McNevin, 

Finally there is Mackenzie King's 
way. You have travelled on the 
Liberal highway before and it car- 
ried you safely along. He traced the 
Liberal governments since 1896 and 
pointed out that Liberal Govern- 
ments had been in power in per- 
Jods of expansion, There is a low 
tariff government in power in the 
United States and it would be well 
to have a low tariff government in 
power in Canada, said Mr. McNevin 

WIL NEWMAN 

William Newman, M.L.A., was 
called upon to introduce the premier 
to the thousands who had gathered 
to hear his message and he did so 
na brief and able manner. He re- 
ferred to Premier Hepburn as the 
most brilllant, most loyal and fear- 
less premier we haye ever had, At 
the conclusion of Mr, Newman's in- 
troduction a heckler was silenced 
by the crowd. They would not allow 

him to speak and he was ejected 
from the building by some of the 
audience, \ 

Wishart Campbell, nationally fa- 
mous baritone, thrilled.the large au- 
dience ,with two delightful solos, 
“Without ,a Song’ and “When I 
Grow Too Old to Dream.” 

PREMIER HEPBURN 

Immediately on the conclusion of 
the musical numbers, Mr, Hepburn 
began his address and in his open- 
ing remarks graciously accepted the 
appointment as Honorary Band- 
master of the Lindsay Boys’ Band. 
He expressed the desire ‘that the 
Boys’ Band would have great suec- 


the people before casting thelr bal- 
lot on election day. I don’t believe 
the depression has been yisited on 
us by Providence, declared the 
Speaker; I belleve that it is the re- 
sult of the application of unsound 
economic principles. Canada is rich, 
as rich as she ever was, and there 
{s no reason why her people should 
suffer the misery and privation that 
has been their lot during the ye 
of the depression, I feel that it ts 
high time to analyze the situation 
so as to intelligently apply remed- 
jal measures that are sound, 

In 1911 we elected a Tory admin- 
{stration and by 1914 we had hard 
times. In 1919 and 1920 we again had 
a serious depression and the in- 
creased tariff cnused it. Mackenzie 
King came into power and he ap- 
plied sound economic policies and I 
supported Mr, King’s policies at that 
time because his policies were fun- 
damentally sound, During the years 
of the Liberal administration it is 
history that Canada enjoyed a na- 
tional prosperity. The sales tax was 
reduced from 6 cents to 1 cent, the 
postage rate was reduced to 2 cents, 
and other measures were passed. In 
short Canada was in a healthy con- 
dition. 

The Bennett Government was el- 
ected in 1930 and as soon as it got 
into power there was a gradual loss 
of markets and this raised an acute 
railway situation. 

I don't believe the people are going 
to be disillusioned in this election 
by different policies. I hope you 
don’t succumb to the persuasive op- 
position speakers who misinterpret 
facts. 

Mr. Bennett has failed to keep 
many of his election promises, sald 
Premier Hepburn, For instance he 
has failed to build the trans-Canada 
Highway.

STEVENS INSINCERE 
Speaking of Mr. Stevens, the 
speaker referred to the connection 
of Mr. Stevens with a number of fi- 
nancial organizations which had 
drained poor people and soldiers of 
their means of support. Harry Ste- 
vens is not at all sincere in his re- 
marks on the public platform nor ts} 
he sincere in his program. Stevens} 
was the chief spokesman for the} 
Conservatives in 1930 and not long 
ago Mr. Stevens said that he and 
Mr. Bennett were still working to- 
gether and that he was still a Con- 
servative. It smacks of hypocrisy. 
He promises to spend our money in 
a housing scheme and he has a 
reforestation scheme. It would be 
better if reciprocal trade with the 
United States were revive! and a 
market were created for the mature 
trees which we have. 
We will haye a chance for recl- 
procity with the United States if 
Mackenzie King is returned to pow- 
er on October 14. 
Stevens promises to revive the 
tourist trade, Yet he is responsible 
for some of th espread of prices of 
gasoline between United States and) 
Canada, said the Premier. He ac- 
cused Stevens of being partly re- 
sponsible for raising the tariff and 
he intimated that Stevens could be 
better emplyoed in reducing the 
tariff on agricultural implements, 
NO APOLOGY 
The speaker dwelt briefly on Pro- 
vincial matters, particularly tn Hy- 
dro matters. “I have no apology to 
offer declaring the hydro contracts|

CINCINNATI, Sept. 
tonight bottled 
race riot which flared as an indirect 
result of the Louis-Baer fight, with 
only three reported injured. Chief 
of Police Eugene T. Weatherly is- 
sued a statement at 7 o”clock, as- 
suring the citizens of Cincinnati 
that “everything was under con- 
trol.” He also promised an imme- 
diate personal fnyestfgation into 
the circumstances of the turbulent 
racial disturbances which for a 
time threatened the entire negro! | 
population of the city. 
Crowds were grumblingly 
persed tonight after police from five| 
districts were concentrated at the 
Oyler School to prevent whispers 
threats of firing it. 

The three injured, all white, were 
Patrolman Charles Mullen, 31, and 
two youths. Mullen injured his 
wrist when he fell while pushing 
back a surging crowd. ‘The other 
two were cut by broken glass. 
Earlier in the evening, scores of 
policemen were required to separ- 
ate two snarling: mobs of negroes 
and whites who fought to get at 
each other across the Eighth Street 
viaduct, They were armed with) 
sticks and stones. 

Sixteen Are Arrested : 

Sixteen persons were arrested as 
feeling rose during the day-long 
skirmishes. Scores of policemen 
were required to keep the two mobs 
separated. It was learned that the 
negroes attempteg to advance on 
the whtes across the viaduct, di- 
viding Cincinnati's Harlem and the 
poorer white settlement on the 
west side. ‘ 
The spark that touched off the 
racial powder keg occurred at Oyler 
Grade School yesterday. 
A negro boy appeared on the 
school grounds and proclaimed that 
he was a “second Joe Louis.” He 
backed up the proclamation by 
picking fights with white boys and 
whipping them. \As a result, sey- 
eral skirmishes broke out between 
uegro ang white children in differ- 
ent spots of the playground,

John Downer, principal of 
the school, issued permits allowing 
the children to go home, 

Officials of the school, believing 
the trouble was over, dismissed the 
policemen, 
Today, however, as the childrerr 
returned to their classes, the riot- 
ing resumed with renewed violence. 
Once again it was suppressed, but: 
not before the contagious hatred 
had spread to the adwt population. 
Negroes were pursued on sight 
and spasmodic outbursts occurred 
throughout the city. 
One negro was chased several 
blocks by an angry mob, anq was 
painfully injured by stones and 
clubs before police rescued him and 
took him home. 
Later in the day police arrested 
two white men and’ ten negroes. 
As the negroes were being loaded 
into a patrol wagon, a muttering, 
nondescript throng of whites press- 
ed in upon them, hurling jeers and 
jibes.

RURAL 
NOTES 


THE GRATE FEEDING OF 
POULTRY \ \ 
Modern methods of production 
have so simplified poultry raising 
that It has been made possible for 
poultry meat to become an every 
day article of diet. That it has not 
become so lies mainly at the door 
of the producer. Too much of Can- 
ada's poultry is marketed in an un- 
finished condition — scrawny, con- 
sequently dry and tough and all too 
frequently poorly dressed. Pofltry to 
be appetizing must be well fleshed 
and fattened, and properly dress- 
ed. 
There are two principal methods 
of finishing, pen feeding and crate 
feeding. The former method. is gen- 
erally used for turkeys and water- 
fowl, the latter for chickens of all 
ages, although some feeders follow}» 
the practise of pen feading for 
couple of weeks and then “finishing 
off” in crates. Batterles are com- 
monly used in intensive plants, but 
for ordinary farm use crates are 
equally satisfactory and are inex- 
pensive, as they may be readily con- 
Structed by anyone’ who is handy 
with saw and hammer, 
The quarters where are birds are 
to -ha “finished” should be dry, cool 
and weil vontilate?, and the birds 
should have quiet and freedom from 
excitement. 
The general purpose or heavy 
weight breeds are best suited for}, 
crate feeding and best results can 
be expected only where strong vig- 
orous sturdy type birds are used. 
Before starting the finishing period 
the birds should be dusted with 
flowers of sulphur or some other 
suitable preparation to ensure their 
freedom from lice. 
How the birds are fed is equally 
important as what they are fed. 
Heavy feeding at the start will often 
result in the birds going “off their 
feed.” : ‘ 
Our.markets demand a light col- 
ored skin, consequently, those feecis 
that tend to produce this should be 
favored. :Fortunately our home 
grown ,groins are just what, are 
needed: Oats, barley, buckwheat, and 
wheat are all suitable and are best 
fed in combination, mixed to a bat- 
ter with sour milk.

CANNINGTON, Sept. 27. (Staff 
Correspondence): — The September 
meeting) of the Evening Auxiliary 
of the Women’s Missionary Society 
was held in the United Church 
with Mrs. J. C. Bott, of Tokio, Ja- 
‘pan, as guest speaker. The meeting 
opened with quiet music and the 
president, Miss L. Philp, giving the 
call to worships “O Master, Let 
Me Walk With Thee” was sung and 
Mrs. Leonard Griffin read the 
Scripture lesson, ‘Ihe devotional 
leaflet “Friends Forever," based on 
the verse “I give unto them eter- 
nal life and they shall neyer perish. 
Neither shall) any man pluck them 
out of my hand,"' was read by Mrs. 
John Bassett. Silent prayer for all 
Christian churches, for all nations 


and for world peace was followed 


by prayer by Miss Philp which clos- 
ed the worship period. 

The minutes were reaq and ap- 
proved and several items of busi- 
ness discussed. It was decided to 
hold a pot luck supper in the 
church on Tuesday evening, Sept, 
24th. 

The executive were asked to 
convene at the home of the presi- 
dent on Thursday evening, Oct. 3, 
to make final arrangements for 
special group meetings in connec- 
tion with the Kingdom of God 
Movement.

The guest speaxer, Mrs. Bott, was 
then called upon and in her own 
charming and interesting manner, 
made Japanese life very real to her 
audience. nitroducing her subject 
Mrs. Bott described Japan briefly 
as a lang which might be sunk with 
ease’ in Lake Superior, In spite 
of the fact that two-thirds of this 
tiny empire is mountainous, sixty 
million people inhabit ft. The 
population of Tokio alone is equal 
to half that of Canada. Occiden- 
tals are inclined to laugh at Orien- 
tal customs but the audience was 
reminded that ling before Julius 
Caesar sailed to ancient Britain 
Japan had a well established and 
cultured civilization. Their tradi- 
‘ions date much farther back and 
so they should command the res- 
pect of the Western world, The 
audience were taken in imagination 
to visit a typleal Japanese home. 


Many stories of the elaborate 
and leisurely ceremony which a 
Japanese deems necessary wheneyer 
he meets a friend, Have reached 
Canadian audiences but none more 
amusing than the picture Mrs. 
Bott drew of the two old ladies from 
rural Japan meeting out in the 
centre of a busy street in Tokio 
and holding up traffic while they 
cachanged their many bows, Per- 
sistent clanging of tram-car bells 
mean nothing whatever to them 
anq traffic policemen haye a real 
job on their hands preventing: con- 
erstion. The introduction of wes- 
fern civilization demands a certain 
speeding up, but the speaker felt 
\t would be a matter for regret Sf 
the very fine and very. lovely cour- 
leousness of the East was sacrific- 
ed for the hurry. which character- 
izes the West. ; 

The youth of Japan are learning 
in thelr schools to dress like the 
forelgner and to sit on chairs, 
Modern theatres and churches are 
61 equipped with chairs, although 
the middle-aged Japanese find it 
practically impossible to git on them 
as we do. Until quite recently 
Japanese music has been very prim- 
itive, but the young people are 
very fond of good music and have 
taken to foreign music very read- 
fly, Toklo now boasts a Conserva- 
tory of Music and @ very fine 
eéymphony orchestra. 

Shoppers in this district have dif- 
ficulty, remembering the Wednes- 
day half holiday, but it was learn- 
ed that conditions in Tokio are a 
@reat deal worse. The Sabbath is 
not observed except by the banks 
who are compelled to close ‘because 
of the fnabillty to carry on inter- 
national business, However, f9c- 
torles are compelled to give their 
employees two holidays a month 
and so all factories ciose on the 
first and fifteenth. Departmental 
stores take three days, closing on 
the 18th and 28th. ‘Barbers close 
on the 10th and. 20th, ana so on 
until 1 Js {impossible to know or 
remember when places of business 
wil) be ‘open. 

Speaking of their own work, Mrs, 
Bott explained that their parlsh was 
in one of the slums areas, A sur- 
yey of the population of the area 
showed that on an average there 


nine feet square. For the most part 
they made their mengre lving pick- 
ing garbage. If it rains and they 
cannot go out then there is no food 
for that day. Because of the ¢x- 
treme poverty of the people a great 
deal of relief work is necessary. 
There are also medical clinics, 
schools, night schools, clubs, study 
rooms for the children. 

In closing Mrs. Bott appealed to 
the ladies for greater interest in 
the work on the ground that the 
people at home are co-workers with 
the missionaries. Following) this 
splendid picture of everyday Japan- 
ese life special prayer for misslon- 
aries and their work was offered by 
Mrs. Sproule and the meeting clos- 
ed with a hymn and prayer. A 
socia] half-hour was enjoyed at the 
close when the ladies had the 
opportunity of meeting. Mrs. Bott 
and inspecting the many  interest- 
ing curios which she had brought 
with her.

Victims Sought 

Havana, Sept. 29—Civil and 
military authorities searched today 
fofr victims of the hurricane yes- 
terday that cost at least thirty-five 
lives, 

‘Officials had not completed to- 
night their check in the immediate 
'vicinity of Cienfuegos, but unoffic- 
fal estimates placed the number of 
injured’ at more than 300. Aid was 
being rushed to forty-seven other 
victims of the storm, some serious- 
jly hurt, in villages of the region. 

Seventeen bodies were in hos- 
pitalg and the morgue at Cienfue- 
gos; three persons were Killed at 
Gibara, Oriente Provinces; two 
were killed at Camanay Agua, 
where 200 houses were destroyed, 
and four bodies were found at 
Guajinito. Three were killed at 
Siena, and at Abreus five were re- 
ported dead. 

Despite the evidences of havoc 
wrought by the storm, indications 
were the island was recovering.

Baron Aloisi, head of the Rome 
delegation, protested that a simple 
adjournment instead of a definite 
close of the session was contrary 
to the League's constitution, and 
that the Assembly is not officially 
concerned with the dispute, which 
is solely in the hands of the Coun- 
ciL 

Conversations between interested 
powers, particularly between Brit- 
ain and France, have gone so far 
as to take into consideration the 
possibility of some form of naval 
eanctions. 

British circles gave the Assocoated! 
Press this statement: 
For Entire League. 

“Neither Great Britain nor any 
other country can alone take de- 
cisions as to sanctions under the 
Covenant, because this ls a matter 
which rests with the entire League 
Council. 

“The Council as a whole has not 
yet given any attention to the mat- 
ter of sanctions, because the stage 
of conciliation is open until the 
adoption of a report and recom- 
mendations under Paragraph 4, Ar- 
ticle XV of the Covenant.” 

A request for at least the tacit co- 
operation of the United States in 
any eventual sanctions against 
Italy was believed tonight in Lea- 
gue circles to be probable. 

The Council meeting as a Com- 
mittee of the Whole, granted in ef- 
fect Ethiopia's request that League 
observers be sent there to bear wit- 
ness that the Emperor's troops will 
not instigate aggression. 

Haile Selassie will be asked what 
form he would like this body of ob- 
servers to take. An aerial patrol to 
fly over the frontier has been sug- 
gested unofficially. 

A fundamental difference , will 
mark the report of the League 
Council and the report of its Com- 
mittee of five. 

The Five-Power Committee was 
primarily concerned with coneilia- 
tion, Its purpose was to seek a 
peace plan acceptable to both Italy 
and Ethiopia. It failed. 

Beginning tomorrow, the Council 
will lay down its report and recom- 
mendations which give judgment. 
Its report will be a historic review 
of the dispute between the two 

countries. Its recommendations will 
adjudicate and state what, in the 
opinion of the Council, both parties 
should do. In view of the high im- 
portance of the document, the 
Counc!) probably will take ten days 


© Once it is adopted the Council 
will take steps under Article XI “to 
safeguard the peace of nations.” 
There fs no idea of remaining inact- 
ive until war breaks out in East 
Africa. Such inaction is regarded as 


contrary to the whole spirit of the 
Covenant. 

The precise nature of the steps 
will depend upon the circumstances.

I am thankful for your kindness 
in publishing my letter dated Sept. 
9 re the election campaign, and 
would be glad for your consider- 
ation in publishing this one also. 

I am aware of your aelightful ef- 
forts in trying to encourage an 
honest campaign on behalf of Bruce 
MeNevin local Liberal candidate and 
Rt. Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, 
former and future prime minister of 
Canada. 

Prom careful study of the personal 
appearance of Mr. King and Mr. 
McNeyin, I have decided that the 
‘Dominion would be well governed if 
trusted for a period to these gen- 
tlemen and their colleagues from 
other constituencies throughout 
Canada. In trying to confine my let- 
ter to the simplest words, Iam re- 
stricted in making a more sensi- 
tive appeal to those who under- 
stand modern politics. People oft- 
times are apt to get a wrong mean- 
ing when someone else takes upon 
themselves to write letters like 
these to the press. 

Mr. Editor, I don't want to have 
it thought that I am at quarrel with 
Mr. Bennett as a Canadian citizen. 
I am only opposed to his legislat- 
ive remedies for Canadian econom- 
ic recovery. 

When we look back since 1930 and 
recollect first his emergency session 
for high tariffs, blank cheques for 
relief purposes, 1930 Imperial eco- 
nomic conference failure, resulting 
in Bennett being called a humbug 
by the Dominion Secretary in Lon- 
don; Christmas hopes of 1930 for 
the new year; 1931 tariff buds to 
spring up, as a reaction in Canadi- 
an industry and employment. 

Early and late hopes of year 1931 
had no productive results from the 
great tariff wall surrounding Can- 
ada. 
Fall of 1931 was still more disap- 
pointing. The tariff government had 
already lived one year of its his- 
tory. The only hope was the 30c 
per hour low rate for men to work 
under the federal employment pro- 
ject on the trans-Canada highway. 
Days, weeks, months elapsed and, 
alas, we were then in 1932. Still tar- 
iff congest and complicate Canadian 
industry and employment even more 
than Mr, King’s much-abused free 
trade policy. 

National revenue for 1932 budget, 
fiscal year, showed big decreases, 
resulting in the iron heel policy to 
work the boys on the trans-Canada 
and other highway projects at five 
dollars per month, plus board. Still 
we must not oppose Mr. Bennett. 
We had to nail our hopes to the 
Imperial economic conference at Ot- 
tawa, as our blind alley objective 
to find the crock of gold at the foot 
of the rainbow. 

At last the Empire conference 
came, with portly gentlemen from 
every British country taking part. 
Mr. Bennett waved his Canada-first 
policy in one hand, and his Em- 
pire-first in the other hand, and 
nearly resulted {n another 1939 
humbug in 1932.

WHY MEMBERS QUIT 
Lindsay, Sept, 28, 1935. 
To the Editor, 

The Lindsay Dally Post. 

Dear. Sir: 

In Tuesday's Daily Warder an 
fbem appeared under the heading, 
“Regimental Notes,” in which it was 
stated that four members of the 
regiment had been struck off the 
strength. As I am one of these four 
and as many persons interested in 
the regiment have asked me why I 
and the other three men were dis- 
missed (the reason did not appear 
in the Warder) I am asking the lib- 
erty of using your valuable space 
to give an explanation. 

In the first place I would like to 
give the records of the four men 
just to choy that none of them were 
struck off for any reason of lack of 
military knowledge or inefficiency. 
One is a qualified Warrant Officer 
mith twenty years’ service and a 
holder of the Canadian Efficiency 
Medal Another is a qualified Ser- 
geant and a holder of a small arms 
instructors’ certificate. The third is 
a veteran of the 20th Battalion and 
& new member of the regiment, 
while I have nineteen years’ service 
and am also a holder of the Ca- 
nadian Efficiency Medal. 

The only reason we were dismiss- 
ed was because we were not satis- 
fied with the amount of money be- 
ing paid to the Warrant Officers 
and Sergeants in comparison with 
raw recruits. A number of men have 
been recruited from Sunderland and 
Omemee. The majority of these men 
have never been in any military or- 
ganization before. If these men com- 
plete the fall training they will re- 


celye seven dollars. A warrant offi- 


cer, fully qualified, with twenty 
years’ service is asked to accept one 
dollar more, or eight dollars. 

A meeting of the members of the 
Sergeants’ Mess was held on Tues- 
day night and Major Brown stated 
that he could only pay the mem- 
bers of the mess eight dollars. He 
asked those members who were not 
satisfied with this amount to stand 
up. We four did so and were told 
to turn in our uniforms on the fol- 
lowing night. 

I might say further that although 
many other members had stated 
previous to the meeting that they 
were not satisfied they elther had 
changed thelr minds, or had decid- 
ed that discretion was the better 
part of valor when it came to a 
showdown and remained in their 
seats. 

The following night we four turn- 
ed in our uniforms, as ordered, and 
our mames were posted as being 
struck off the strength, simply be- 
cause we were not satisfied that a 
warrant officer or sergeant with 
years cf experience is worth only 
one dollar more than a raw re- 
cruit.

‘CANADIAN BARLEY FEED 

In view of the renewed interest in 
Canadian barley as one of the best 
feeds for many classes of live 
slock, a definition of the terms us- 
ed with reference to grades men- 
toned In the Canada Grain Act, 


1930, is not without point. Damp 
barley means barley containing 
over 17 per cent. of moisture and 
according to the regulations can- 


not be graded higher than No. 3 
Canada Western barley, artificially 
dried or not. No. 3 Canada ‘West- 
ern may be sald to be the principal 
grade for feed barleys, the higher 
grades of six-row and  two-row 
barleys being used by the malting 
trade. In the feed grades, with the 
exception of the lowest grade, No. 
6, it 5 absolutely necessary that the| 
barley be “sweet.” This means that 
the barley mus} not be heated or 
musted. Heated barley and musted 
barley, in fact like most of the 
various causes of unsoundness, may 
be detected by sight. 
of barley, whether caused by wet 
or by fire, shows a brown discolour- 
ation of the kernels. The heating 
may also be self-evident by the 
odour of mustiness 
damp or by smoke or cooking it 
from heat,

Plowing To Be Done 
Oct. 7 to 10. Judging 
on 11 and 12. Rules 
for Contestants. 


‘The Boys’ Home Piowlug match, 
under the auspices of the Victoria 
County Plowmen's Association and 
the Agricultural Representative 
branch, will be held on October 7, 
8, 9 and 10, and judging will be 
done on Oct, 11 and 12. The di- 
rectors of the above association 
have decided to continue the Boys’ 
Home Plowing Competition under 
the following rules: 

Plowing to be done on the home 
farm. 

Contestants to use a Jointer plow, 
no wheels or other attachments 
allowed. A Jointer plow is one 
with a share measuring not less 
than six and one-half inches, 
(Measure 6 1-2 inches from land 
side of plow to outside of bottom 
mould board from directly under 
the point where top corner or 
mould-board touches the beam). 

Entries must be forwarded to M. 
H. Winter, Lindsay, not later than 
Monday, October 7. Plowing will 
be done on October 7, 8, 9 and 10 
with the judging to be done on 
the 11th and 12th. 

The required number of acres 
must be plowed or no prize will be 
awarded. 

The first class, stubble, open to 
boys 16 years and under on Oct. 1, 
1935. Three acres must be plowed, 
at least two strikes and one finish. 
The’ prizes are: 

1st, five dollars cash and a rug 
donated by Horn Bros.; 2nd, seven 
dollars; 3rd, six dollars; 4th, five 
dollars; 5th, four dollars; 6th, three| 
dollars; 7th, two dollars.

Coboconk, Balsam Lake 
Churches Observe Their 


Fiftieth 


Large Congregations 
fill Historic Churches 
at Special Services in 
Honor of Event. 


(By Rey. R. E. Lemon) 


Some years ago a prominent 
Archbishop of the Church of -Eng- 
land in Western Canada stated “It 
is a good thing to observe unniver- 
sarles, dt Js a good thing for an in- 
dividual to keep his birthday. It 
makes him taink! It makes him 
take note of the flight of time. It 
makes him look back, and look for- 
ward. In this connection the Anglic- 
an Church in Coboconk, as well as 
that of St. Thomas’,Balsam Lake, 
Bexley, are at this time celebrating 
their “Golden Jubilee”. In observ- 
ing this historic event we are bound 
to take note of the flight of time, 
and to take a look backward as well 
as a look forward. 

The present generation of church 
people owe a debt of gratitude to 
the pioneers of the church who in 
those early days had the wisdom 
and courage to plant the flag of 
the English chuch in this commu- 
nity. What difficulies or hardships 
they experlennced we can only slight 
ly realize. In an interesting account 
“of the beginnings of Bexley 100 
years ago” which appeared in the 
Watchman Warder a short time ago 
we learn that many of the pioneers 
cme from the Old Country and 
settled in these parts. To these early 
settlers belong the honor of estab- 
lishing the church in this commu- 
nity. 

In relation to the opening of the 
work of the Anglican Church in 
Coboconk, Information appears 
omewhat scatty, and what is here 
stated has been secured from from 
the few surviving settlers of those 
days, but it is interesting to ob- 
serve that 50 years ago three de- 
nominations vis. Presbyterian, Me- 
thodist and the Anglican were re- 
presented. Also the Sect known as 
the “Saved Army” and the Salvation 
Army, The Presbyterians held ser- 
vices in a church, the site for which 
was given by the late Mr. Patti, but 
the building was later destroyed by 
fire. It was located at the batk of 
Shield’s Store. 

The Methodists worshipped for 
many years in the first church 
building erected on Elizabeth Street, 
but this was superseded by a brick 
building erected in 1893. But this 
too was destroyed by fire. 

From what can be gathered, the 
Anglicans previous to 50 years ago 
held services in what was known as 
the “Old Barracks’ on the site 
where Garl’s barn now stands. No 
doubt other communities held ser- 
vices there as well for it appears up. 
to that time there was no. really 
“settled pastorate’. 

The names of those ministers de- 
finitely connected with those early 
days in connection with the 
Church of England are the Rey. 
Jabaz Gandier, Rev. J. BE. Cooper, 
Rev. Henry Softley. It is interest- 
ing to recall that Rey. Softley held 
service not only in the “Old Bar- 
racks” but also at Head Lake and 
at Lytle's Corner, Also in the home 
of the late T. J. Stephens, Nor- 
land. Rev. Softley was followed by | 
the Rev, H. A. French who was the 
first minister to conduct services. 
in the present Anglican Church 
building in the year 1885. Previous 
to that time the building was owned 
by the Methodist Episcopal body 
but subsequently sold to the Angli- 
cans, Mr. Chiistopher Moore sc- 
companied Rey. French by canoe to 
Norland where the purchase of the 
building was transacted with the 
Methodist trustees. It might also be 
noted that Mr. John H. Harvey was 
one of ‘the first wardens appointed. 
Also at this period Rev. Byam of 
the Episcopal Methodist used to 
drive from Kinmount to conduct 
Services here. 

The incumbents came in the fol- 
lowing order: 

Rey, A, B. Chaffee, 1888" - 1911; 
Rev. George Gandier, 1911-1914; 
Rev, Wim. Burns, 1914 - 1920; Rey. 
W. H. Ward, 1920-1923; Rev. W. P. 
Wrixon, 1923-1929; Rev, R, E, Lem- 
on, 1930, 

The Rectory was built in the year 
1889, The Inte Messrs, Ham and 
Harvey secured the the site and 
were largely instrumental in its er- 
ection, The belfrey and tower which 
makes the church conspicuous from 
‘ny part of the town was erected 
in the year 1925, under the personal 
Supervision of Mr, Fred Peel who 
ilso prepared thé plans, 

The Parish Hall adjoining the 
church was built in the autumn of 
1930, 

St. Thomas’ Church, Balsam Lake

“Tory Toronto” was anything 
but Tory Tuesday night. 

Never has this century-old 
city seen such a demonstration 
of Liberal strength and Liberal 
unity as was witnessed in Ma- 
ple Leaf Gardens. 

Enthusiastically Cheered. 

Seventeen thousand five hundred 
enthusiastically cheering men and 
women packed the vast arena from 
floor to roof to acclaim Right Hon. 
W. L. Mackenzie King as Canada’s 
next Prime Minister. 

An unprecedented and spectacular 
feature of the demonstration of 
Liberal ascendancy was the par- 
ticipation of eight Provincial Pre- 
miers, whose messages of good-will 
were winged to Ontario's capital by 
the magic of wireless.

ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 3.—A gov- 
ernment announcement said 100 
houses at Adigrat and fifteen at 
Adowa, where Ethiopla crushed the 
Italians forty years ago, were des- 
troyed. Casualties were unknown, 
the announcement said, but it was 
believed the Itallans occupied the 
entire town of Adowa. 
Fighting Under Way 

Fighting was reported under way 
near Adowi. The Reuter’s corres- 
pondent said Itallans were retreat- 
ing in that section under cover of 
their aeroplanes. 

(Italian officials in Rome ad- 
mitted an advance, but denied 
towns had been bombed. The Ex- 
change Telegraph Agency’ in Lon- 
don reported 1,700 persons had been 
killed and wounded in the bom- 
bardment of ‘Adowa. 

The Ethiopian Government said 
women and children were killed in 
the bombardment, and a Red Cross 
hospital was made the target of 
bombs. 

Ethiopians said they believed in- 
habitants were not warned of the 
attack, ang that it was intended to 
invite reprisals on Italians in this 
country in an attempt to justify an 
Ttallan invasion. 

The Government announced that 


a battle is in progress in Agame 
Province; between Eritrea and 
Adowa. 


- (The -Reuter’s correspondent re- 
ported to London that Selassie said 
in“an\ interview: “I have just re- 
céiyed the news that the first bombs 
dropped by Italian aeroplanes on 
Adowg ‘fell on the Red Cross hos- 
pital there, killing and wounding 
nurses. 

(We! think’ the embargo on the 
export of arms to Ethiopia should 
be immediately raised, owing) to the 
fact -that Italy has not only menac- 
ed-us, but also, according to the 
most recent news we have received, 
because Itallans haye crossed our 
frontiers at several points and bom- 
Warded the Towns of Adowa and 
Adigrat.") 

A general mobilization order call- 
ed Ethiopia's warriors to the colors, 
‘Although it was reported that the 
Italian Minister hag been given his 
‘passports, they were withheld pend- 
ing the arrival of Italian Consuls 
from the Provinces. 

A special train to carry the diplo- 
mat from the country tomorrow was 
cancelled, but officials sald: “We 
may give the passports at any 
time." The Emperor's Imperial 
Guard was thrown about the Italian 
legation to safeguard it. 

Protest to League 

Emperor Haile Selassie telegraph- 
ed a full report and protest to the 
League of Nations, (He asserted 
that a Red Cross hospital was the 
target of Italian ‘bombs, and ap- 
pealed to world opinion to condemn 
such tactics, : 

“Anti-aircraft guns around the 
Capital in target practice used real 
bullets for the first time. Troops 
patrolled the city, while many for- 
eigners sought refuge in the various 
Legations. 

‘Halle Selassie 1s understood to 
‘have despatched four regiments of 
50,000 soldiers to Aussa, to meet a 
possible Ttallan attack near Mussa 
All, where Ethiopia claims Italian 
troops have already penetrated. 

Armies Clash 

Rome, Oct. 3.—Italy’s army swept 
into Ethiopia today to meet the 
tribesmen of Emperor Haile Selas- 
sle; 

Strong positions have been taken 
up, the Government announced. 

Italy intends to carry out her 
program without any declaration of 
war, because officiuls call it a 
“colonial affair.” Bthiopia’s general 
mobilization, however, was consid- 
ered to create a virtual state of 
war, whether Selassie makes a for- 


were reported. 


The bomb squadron, commanded 
by Count Galaezzo Ciano, son-in- 
law of Premier Mussolini, with Vit- 
torio Mussolini, son of the Premier 
as one of his pilots, has been active 
along the line, and may have led 
the advance in the air.

Negadras Afevort, said the crowd 
about his home was so dense last 
night he could not leave. He is not 
allowed to receive communications 
and thus is ignorant of develop- 
ments in Ethiopia. 

Italy's first advance, a Govern- 
ment spokesman said, was a read- 
justment of front lines. At some | 
points the lines are still in Aritrea, 
but in others they are in hostile 
country.

Uousness of which is evident,” the 
statement said. 
High diplomatic quarters said the 
Italian advance was being executed 
as quietly as possible to avoid 
arousing too much criticism in Lea- 
gue of Nations circles. 

Official 
At Italian Army Heudquarters, 
Asmara, Eritrea, Oct, 3—An en- 
gagement between 50,000 Ethiopian 
warriors and the vanguard of Italy's 
advancing army took place today 
in the northern wasteland region, 
twelve miles from Adowa, according 
to military sources here tonight. Its 
outcome was not known, 
Ttalian regular infantry, Fascist 
militia and Eritrean native troops 
crossed the Mareb River after two 
air bombing squadrons had pbom- 
‘barded some Phiopian trenches op- 
posing their advance, it was sald. 
The Italian troops met the enemy 
near Barkaplit, in their driye on 
Adowa.

Italians and 
Negroes Riot 
In New York 


1,250 Extrereolice are 
Called Out as Race 
Feeling Runs High. 


New York, Oct. 3, — Rioting in 
New York tonight reflected the 
Italo-Ethiopian conflict in Africa. 

More than 1,250 extra police were 
on duty to prevent serious outbreaks 

Almost simultaneous clashes be- 
tween negroes and Italians occur- 
red in Brooklyn and Harlem. 
Charles Linaus, 33, was arrested 
on a charge of rioting and carrying 
a sling shot after he led a group of 
500 or more negroes in Harlem into 
Italian shops and attempted to pre- 
vent negro customers from making 
purchases. 

No serious injuries were reported 
but one policeman was treated at a 
hospital for a bruised hand, suffer- 
ed when Linaus struck him with a 
pole on which the negro was wav- 
ing a Ethiopian flag. “ 

Negro leaders said police drew 
reyolvers and threatened to shoot 
in efforts to disperse the mobs, 

Negro street agitators quickly 
picked up the charge and exhorted 
Lenox Avenue crowds to “fight for 
Ethiopia and the colored race.” 

Fifty thousand patrolmen, an em- 
ergency truck, radio patrol cars, and 
reserves and detectives were called 
to quiet the disturbance. 

Outbreak at School. 

The other flare between negroes 
and Italians calling oul police 
started among school children jn 
Brooklyn yesterday when a negro 
boy successfully fought an Italian 
youth, To-day, the Itallan, alded by 
"12 of his fellows, caught the negro 
behind the school and was beating 
him when a teacher interfered. The 
Italians fled, Jeaving behind four ice 
picks, half a billiard cue, four 
chunks of stovewood and a baseball 
bat. 

About 1,000 each negro and Italian 
children attend the school. Word of 
+he trouble spread rapidly and when 
cshool was ready to dismiss, a crowd 
of seyeral hundred of the children’s 
parents was milling in the streets 
outside. Teachers called police, who 
cleared the streets and saw that the 


children did not congregate but 
scattered to thelr homes. 
Two hours later 650 policemen 


rescued employes of an Ttallan meat 
market in Harlem, beleaguered by 
2,000 shouting negroes. 

The Italian butchers had armed 
themselves with cieayers and meat 
knives when negroes congregated in 
front of the market shouting: “Boy- 
cott the Wops! Don't trade with 
Eyetallans!”

CANNING FRUIT THE 
WORLD OVER 

Fruit is canned In o iarge hum- 
ber af countries, although there are 
unfortunately no statistics for the 
majority, says the Imperial Econo- 
mic Committee's report on Fruit. 
The United States and Hawail 
(pineapple only) undoubtedly pro- 
yide the bulk of the world aggregate 
and these two couniries probably 
account for more than the remain- 
der of the world put together, Aus- 
tralia and British Maiaya (the lat- 
ter producing canned pineapples ex~ 
clusively) are the most important 
Empire producers, but the output of 
Canada and South Africa is of 
growing importance. Canning its also 
carried out in India, and fruit can- 
ning industries have been started in 
Jamaica, Mauritius, Fiji, and Pales- 
tine. In Formosa pineapple can-} 
ning is assuming ronsiderable pro- 
portions, althouyh most of the out- 
put is jshipped to Japan for con- 
sumption in that country. A cer- 
tain amount of frult is also canned 
in Aryentina, Brazil, and Chile, 
while Japan has recentlf developed 
an important orange canning in- 
dustry. 
Taking these countries as a whole 
the principal fruits canned are ap- 
ricots, peaches, pears, pineapples, 
and grapefruit, although many of 
them can important quantities oO: 
other fruils, including raspberries. 
strawberries, loganberries, apples 
(mostly canned in water), plums. 
and cherries. These fruits, however. 
are the principal products of the ‘in- 
dustries of the United Kingdom ang 
Continental Europe. A further dis- 
tinction may ibe made in that the 
products of the European canning 
industries do not play an important 
part in international trade; fruits 
are generally canned or bottled’ for 
home consumption, and exports are 
small. 
An important industry is being 
puilt up in Russia where apples, 
apricots, peaches, pears, and cher- 
ries are canned. In Germany straw- 
berries are an important item, while 
the chief Italian product is cherries 
with certain quantities of peaches 
and apricots. Apricots, peaches, 
plums, and cherries are ¢anned in 
small quantities in France, also in 
Spain, with the addition of straw- 
berries and pears. Belgium produces 
canned cherries, plums and -pears, 
and the output of the Netherlands 
also comprises these fruits with the 
addition of peaches. However, in the 
Netherlands very little fruit is can- 
ned, production consisting mainly 
of bottled fruit. As in’ the case of 
other BHuropean countries, some of 
the raw material of the Netherlands 
industry \s probably imported. There 
is also a canning industry in Switz- 
erland where small quantities of a 
variety of fruits are processed, in- 
cluding strawberries, raspberries, 
currants, cherries and plums, with 
apricots, pears and apples. Supplies 
of home-grown fruit are sometimes 
Insufficient for the needs of the In- 
dustry and imported fruit is used 


WASTE OF POWER COSTS 

“One of the pecullarities of the 
development .of our Government, 
and College extension services to 
agriculture” Professor L. G. Heim- 
pel, Macdonald College, Que., told 
the Ontarlo Association of Agricul- 
tural Socleties, “ls the almost com- 
plete neglect of the question of 
farm power costs. The same 3s true 
of the development and design of 
new types of equipment, The 
manufacturer and the farmer took 
care of this task between them, 


the latter paying most of the cost 
of experimentation.” According 
to the 1941 Dominion decennial 


census there are 192,174 farms in 
Ontario, and figuring the horse- 
power cost at 12 1-2 cents per horse 
hour, or $1.25 per day, the horse- 
power bill for the province would 
be $39,529,000 annually. There are 
also 19,0000 tractors in Ontarlo and 
thelr operation cost per hour is in 
the neighbourhood of 70 cents. Add- 
ing together the horse-power cost 
and that of tractors brings the 
total bill to nearly $43,000,000 per 
year. Both mechanical and horse- 
power represent, actual expenditures 
and waste of power due [6 dilapi- 
dated condition of machinery 
causes losses which are just as real 
as those due to low crop yields, or 
sales for lower than normal prices. 
Tt has been estimated by men who 
have made research studies of 
this question that from 25 to 35 per 
cent. of all the power used on On- 
tario) and other farms {s wasted, 
Taking {t at a lower figure, it will 


be found, on a total power cost 
of nearly $40,000,000, the power- 
waste rtepresents the sum of 


nearly $10,000,000 annuallly on: On- 
tarfo fanms, or over an ayerage of 
$55. per farm, a sum that would go.

DOWNEYVILLE, Oct. 4.—In spite 
of the inclemency of the weather, 
a Jarge crowd gathered in the par- 
ish halt! here last evening to wel- 
come T. H. Stinson, K.C., ang to 
hear the issues of the day discuss- 
ed by. prominent speakers. After a 
short introductory speech by Capt. 
G. A.'Joxdan, of Lindsay, in which 
he referred to the high esteem in 
which Mr. Stinson is held throuzh- 
out the length and breadth of the 
riding, the chairman, Mr. Carles 
Downey called upon the speaker of 
the evening, Major Walter Mc- 
Keown of Toronto, whom he des- 
cribed as “one of our own Irish boys 
Who_did his bit overseas. 

a Mr. McKeown 

Maj. McKeown was accorded quite 
“novation as he rose to speak and 
he commenced his address with a 
high personal tribute to Mr. Stin- 
son as a fellow barrister who is 
very highly regarded by the entire 
profession. ° 

Pointing out that, ever since the 
clase of the Great War, 2 trade war 
has -been in progress among the 
nations of the world, the speaker 
declared that the same defensive 
tactics must be applied in both 
types of strife, and asserted that, 
for that reason, in the face of a 
world-wide wave of higher and still 
higher tariffs the Bennett Govern- 
ment had-been forced, in order to 
Save our home industries from ex- 
termination, to take appropriate ac- 
tion along that line. They had 
been forced to remedy the condi- 
tions which grew up under Mr. 
“King’s freer trade policies, under 
which Canada had become the yer- 
itable dumping ground for foreign 
goods, produced in many instances 
under standards of living much 
Jower than our own. In addition 
the government had made) recipro- 
cal and mutually beneficial bargains 
with other nations, with results 
that became evident almost imme- 
diately in increased and properly. 
directed trade. 

Referring to the current Liberal 
charge that Mr. Bennett has not 
ended unemployment as he prom- 
ised in 1930, Major McKeown re- 
mindeq “his audience that we haye 
all, during the course of our lives, 
made at least one promise which 
we later discovered that we were 
unable to fully fulfil due to cir- 
cumstances. entirely ‘beyond our 
control and which we had never 
contemplated. He pointed out, 
however, that the government, 
under the circumstances has re- 
duced unemployment to an extra- 
ordinary extent, and asserted that 
the weakness of opposition criti- 
cisms lay in the fact thal there are 
no authentic figures available as to 
the actual extent of ‘unemployment 
in’ ©anada prior to July 28th, 1930. 

Dubbing the mis-statements and 
personal abuse which he declared 
have featured Mackenzie King's 
speeches as the last resort of a man 
who has nothing to offer the peo- 
ple, the Major stated that, during 
a period of difficulty such as Can- 
ada, with the rest of the world has 
never known before, all the Liberals 
have done 4s to indulge in obstruc- 
liye tactics and destructive criti- 
cisms. B 
However, he pointed out that 
things are improving, referring to 
the. League of Nations report that 
Canada leads the civilized world on 
the path to:recovery, and telling his 
gudience, that one day last week the 
Port of Toronto had the largest 
volume of business of any day in 
its history. He attributed this con-

and his cabinet, and concluded with 
an impassioned plea to his audience 
to be fair and to accord simple 
gratitude and common dedency to 
& man-who has Iterally worn him- 
Self out during the past five years, 
arduously Iaboring in their behalf. 
“The way to do thig is to give Tom 
Stinson a bumper majority in the 
pollinf subdivision of Downeyville,” 
was his parting admonition. 

In a brief, thought-provoking 
address Mr. Stinson outlined the 
legislation which the government 
has enacted in the interests of the 
farmers, and pointed out the un- 
fairness of current references to 
Mr. Bennett's personal finances.

ises and raw hides and wool. 

The motion was granted and the 

town is to pay the costs. 

Considerable controversy was 
caused over this situation after the 
‘Board of Health meeting of Sep- 
tember 19. At that time the appli- 
cation of Mr. Berenbaum for the 
permit ‘was received by the Board 
and after a lengthy discussion a 
resolution was passed by the Board 
recommending the’ issuing of the 
license. Vigorous: opposition to the 
measure was voiced by Mayor 
Pickering who called a _ special 
meeting of the town council to deal 
with the matter.

Plentiful Home Crops 


ROME, Oct. 7.—Some 20,000 far- 
mers and peasants in farm trucks 
invaded Rome, shouting “Viva Tl 
Duce!” ang bearing placards with 
the words: “Adowa Is Ours.” 

Government statisticians said the 
farmers came to town to pledge fi- 
delity to Mussolini, knowing that 
bread will not be lacking in Italy 
despite effective League sanctions. 
Italy's last crop of wheat flour to- 
talled 75,000,000 metric quintals, 
only 2,000,000 tons under what was 
needed for peninsular consumption. 

In 1933 the crop was greater than 
80,000,000 quintals. 

Admittedly, this was a banner 
year, but statisticians said the only 
reason its level of production was 
‘Jnot maintaineq was that Mussolini 
adopted his own theory of “crop 
production,” and refused to let the 
nation grow wheat at the expense 
of other farm production. 

As to meat for her African ar- 
mies, Italy has contracts with Ar- 
gentina which, it was felt here, 
will not be lost because of the 
political developments. Statisticians 
sald Uruguay is ready to ship in- 
creased tonnages of chilled beef 
to Italy. Brazil, a non-member of 
the League, can send her meat, 
rubber, coffee and sugar. 

Exports Rice 

Italy now exports tons of rice and 

if necessary, one of the notches 
which she could take in her belt 
would be limitation of these ex- 
ports. 
She has olive oil and both corn 
and forage in abundance, Fascist 
reforestation schemes haye given 
her thousands of potential tons of 
wood for fuel. 

Financially and industrially, 
Mussolini has taken a long step to- 
ward possible applications of sanc- 
tions with the following measures: 

1. {A 10,000,000 life war loan. 

2. Forced conversion of rental de- 
positions into Government bonds, 
giving the Government about 1,000,-

3. Increase in the price of gaso- 
line to about three lire, almost two 
lire per litre more than it costs the 
Government in the world market,

it. By this the Government ex- 
pects to obtain at least 3,000,000,000 
|llre in foreign credits. 

6. A 10 per cent. tax on all com- 
pany dividends, 

7. Conversion of all public motor 
vehicles into burners of charcoal 
gas.

Several Orders-in-Council 
Affecting Game Hunting 
Locally Passed Recently. 


Several new “Orders-in-Council 
approved recently by the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor have been handed tc 


the Pest by Game Inspector R. D.}- 


Windscr, and should be of interest 
to hunters whojare naturally inter- 
ested in the laws governing their 
favorite sport. 

The first Order-in-Council deals 
with the feeding of wild game and 
js as follows: 

“Upon the recommendation of the 
Henourable the Provincial Secretary 
Minister In charge of the Depart- 
ment of Game and Fisheries, the 
Committee of Council advise that 
pursuant to the provisions of clause 
(c) of subsection 1 of Section 6 of 
the Game and Fisheries Act, no per- 
son shall hunt wild ducks, wild 
geese and other migratory water- 
fowl with or by the aid of corn, 
wheat, oats or other grain or the 
products thereof, or any kind of 
feed placed or scattered for the 
purpose of attracting such will 
ducks, wild geese or other migra- 
tery waterfowl; provided, however, 
that nothin herein contained shal! 
.pply to the placing or scattering 
5f corn, wheat, oats or other grain 
or the products thereof, or any kind 
of feed, solely for the purpose of 
“éeding such wild ducks, wild geese 
*r other migratory waterfowl in 
orctected areas in which the hunt- 
‘ng thereof is at all times prohibited 
or to the planting of equatic plants, 
or the seeds thereof, in any part of 
the Province.’’ 

The Order-in-Gouncil governing 
the open season for black and grey 
squirrels is as follows: 

“That pursuant to the provisions 
of subsection 5, of Section 9, of 
the Game and Fisheries Act, it shall 
be lawful to hunt black and grey 
squirrels: in that portion of Ontario 
lying south of the French and Mat- 
tawa Rivers and Lake Nipissing, ex- 
cepting Crown Game Preserves, 
Provincial Parks and such other 
lands on which hunting is legally 
prohibited, during the year 1935, on 
Thursday, Oct. 24 and Friday, Oct. 
25, and that it be provided that no 
person shall kill or have in posses- 
sion in any one day during the open 
eeason, such animals in excess of 
five per day in the aggregate, and 
that animals so taken shall be dis- 
posed of elther as an article of food 
or mounted not later than November 
16, of the current year, following 
which, permit to authorize posses 
sion of such animals after date must 
be procured from the Department 
ef Game and Fisheries. 

The Order-in-Gounc|l gcverning 
the Otter open season is as fo'lows: 

“That pursuant to the provisions 
of subsection 1A of Section 9 of the 
Game and Fisheries Act, it shall be 


Inwful to hunt, take or kill otter In 
any part of Ontario (excepting 
Crown Game Preserves, Provincial 
Parks, and such other lands on 


which hunting and trapping are leg- 
ally prohibited), from the first day 
of November 1935 to the 28th day of 
February, 1936.” 

The Order-in-Gouncil governing 
the moose open season In Renfrew 
County I!s as follows:

Every effort Was made to crush 
Rthiopian resistance by mechanical 
means without sacrificing soldiers, 
with tanks scouting out enemy posi- 
tions, the artillery clearing the way 
when necessary, and aeroplanes 
bombing Ethiopian concentrations. 
The Italian communique of last 
night declared Ras Seyoum, Goy- 
ernor of Adowa, had lost control) 
of his territory. At the same time 
the central and left columns of the 
army, under General Pizio Biroli, 
captured the strongly garrisoned’ 
town lying between Adowa and 
Adigrat. 

1,700 Killed in Bombardment. 
The backbone of Adowa’s resist- 
ance was broken by aerial bom- 
bardment which, some reports said, 
killed 1,700 Ethiopians, 

However, a body of 7,000 Ethio- 
pians with artillery stubbornly de- 
fended the forest between Daro 
Tacle and Amba Beesa for hours 
until the superior Italian artillery 
drove them out. The Ethiopians 
then continued a spasmodic de- 
fense from mud huts dotting the 
mountain sides. 

News brought by reconnaissance 
parties, meanwhile, indicated a big 
battle is approaching after the Ital- 
ian troops push further south. 
Scouting planes reported two of 
the strongest Ethloplan columns 
approaching Italian position from 
twenty to thirty miles away, and it

In the Southeast, the Italians, 
after brief fighting, occupied Ger- 
logubi yesterday morning, the gov- 
ernment announced. 

(The Addis Ababa correspondent 
of Reuter's News Agency. reported 
Itallan planes had bombed Gerlog- 
ubi, thirty miles from Walwal, kill- 
ing forty soldiers.) 


An official communique announc- 
ed the steady advance of the var- 
ious columns in the North had put 
within Italian control much of the 
population. 

The Town of Ambahaugher was 
taken by a column of native troops, 
which brushed aside defenders, it 
‘was announced. 

Air Force Aid 


In all the northern operations, 
the communique said, the air corps 
co-operated effectively. The en- 
gineering corps, with 1,000 workmen, 
labored day and night transforming 
the ground into a network of roads. 

The text of the communique fol- 
Jows: 


“Yesterday, Oct. 5, our flag, which 
on May 18, 1896, was taken down 
from the Fort of Adigrat, was raised 
again on the ruins of the same fort 
by the strong forces of the First 
Army Corps, commanded by Gen- 
eral Santini Ruggero. 

“The population and priesthood 
made acts of submission. The na- 
tive army corps, after haying cap- 
tured Ambahaugher with lightning 
manoeuvres, brushing aside the de- 
fenders, settled down in the vicinity 
ot ‘Entiscio. 

“The Second Army Corps, which 
had a more difficult terrain’ to han- 
dle, reached the outlying districts of 
Adowa. Aviation co-operated effi- 


ciently with the various columns.’|’ 


General de Bono (General Emlllo 
de Bono, commander of all colonial 
troops) reported: “All troops with- 
out exception gave proof cf their 
great eagerness, discipline and re- 
sistance.” 

Toward evening the troops rested 
on their new positions. Detachments 
of engineers and 1,000 laborers 
worked without interruption day and 
night and have already transform- 
ed the paths which ‘lead ‘from the 
frontier to Adigrat into roads which 
may be travelled by motor cars.

CURING MIGRAINE—ONE-SIDED 
HEADACHE . 

I believe that most physicians in- 
cluding myself have the idea that 
the liver is in some way connected 
with migraine or one-sided henad- 
ache. 

Drs, Etienne and Collesson, of 
Nancy, France, recently reported 
their observations as to the part 
playeq by the imperfect work of 
the liver in causing migraine. They 
report three/types of migraine; (1) 
the usual severe one-sided head- 
aches occurring from time to time; 
(2) the cases in which the one- 
sided headache is present practic- 
ally all the time, with a feeling es- 
pecially on awakening of a confus- 
ed mental state, nausea often with- 
out vomiting, fatigue, and inability 


o concentrate and to work; (3) 


the same as the second type only 
periods when the 
comes more severe. 


headache be- 

Forty-five persons were given 
treatment, the object of which was 
to stimulate the action of the liver, 


such as alkalies in small doses, es- 


pecially sodium benzoate, magnes- 
ium salicylate, sodium citrate, and 
vegetable and other liver stimu- 


lJants (to increase the flow of bile). 


In seven of the forty-five cases 
the attacks disappeared completely 
after fifteen days of treatment. In 
twelve other cases the same result 
was obtained only after two months. 
In the remaining eighteen cases the 
attacks disappeared after a longer 
interval. Eight cases are not in- 
cluded because they haye not been 
followed for a sufficiently ong 
time. 

In all, thirty-seven cases of the 
forty-five who were given only the 
above medicines to stimulate liver 
action were relieved completely of 
their attacks. 

Now it is not my intention to 
suggest that -sufferers from mi- 
graine should immediately start on 
a course of alkalies anq bile-stim- 
wating drugs. Treatment of this 
kind should be tinder a physician’s 
Supervision. 

(My point, however, is that as a 
sluggish liver and gall bladder ap- 
pear to have something to do with 
causing migraine then the liver and 
gall bladder should be stimulated. 

Some physicians get satisfactory 
results by prescribing bending ex- 
ercises (knees straight), and the 
use of a level teaspoon of Epsom 
salts two or three times a week,

After being acquitted of his slay- 
ing, Mrs. Creighton, who is 36, was 
tried. for the poisoning of her moth- 
er-in-law, and again was acquit- 
ted. Her confession denied this 
crime.

‘wanted his wife out of the way be- 
cause she knew about Ruth, and 
also because she was so fat — she 
weighed 260 pounds, but was taking 
tablets to reduce. 

Mrs. Creighton, “the confession 
said, also desired her death, be- 
cause Applegate would be free to 
marry her daughter if she could 
bring it about, In addition, the doc- 
ument continued, Applegate threat- 
ened to expose her in connection 
with her brother’s death. 

Poison Mixed 

Then came the eggnog. Mrs. 
Creighton mixed it, she said, and 
Applegate dropped some powders 
into it and took it to his wife. That 
night Mrs. Creihgton, herself, Lit- 
tleton said, placed a “large dose” of 
the poison in a ‘glass of milk for 
Mrs, Applegate. 

The woman died the next day. 
Her death at first was ascribed to 
a heart attack.

Single by “The Goose” 
in the Ninth Inning 
Drives Cochrane 
Home with Winning 


Run. First World 
Championship For 
Tigers. | 


DETROIT, Oct. 7. — Leon Allen 
Goslin, an amiable New Jersey far- 
mer, known far and wide as “The 
Goose” struck the $50,000 blow today 
that carried Detroit's Tigers to thelr 
first world championship 1n a slug- 
ging rip-roaring finish to the base- 
ball wars of 1935. ! 

With the score tied, two out, and 
Manager “Mickey” Cochrane on 
second base in the last half of the 
ninth inning, “Dhe Goose” produced 
the golden base hit, a line single 
over the head of Billy Herman, star 
second-baseman of Chicago Cubs, 
that brought Cochrane home with 
Uhe deciding run. 

Second Win For Bridges 

Goslin’s winning hit off Larry, 
French, Cub southpaw, gave the 
battling Bengals a 4-to-3 victory In 
the sixth game, carried them to 
triumph in the serles by a margin 
of four games to two,,and enabled 
slim Tommy Bridges, curve-ball 
right-hander to achieve his second 
pitching conquest after a thrilling 
struggle. 

Coming after a brilliant stand by 
Bridges who stopped the Cubs cold 
in thelr half of the ninth after Stan 
Hack had opened with a triple to 
deepest centre, “The Goose’s” wal- 
lop touched off one of the wildest 
home-town demonstrations any 
World Series has witnessed since 
the renowned Walter | Johnson 
pitched Washington Senators to vie~ 
tory over New York Giants at 
Washington in 1924, 

The largest crowd that has ever 
seen a ball game in Detroit, 48,420 
roaring fans, who contributed to 
the seventh million-dollar “gate” in 
World Series history and the third 
largest of all, poured out on the 
field the moment that Cochrane 
crossed the plate, well ahend~ of 
Drank Demaree’s futile throw in 
the general direction of home plate. 

Tt was a highly exelling and dra- 
matic climax to Detroit's long 
quest for the world championship 
of professional baseball. It was the 
first Tiger triumph in five attempts. 
Pour limes since the modern inter- 
league warfare bega nofficially in 
1905, Detroit has had tts pennnt 
winner turned back by National 
League rivals, Twice the Cubs turn- 
ed the trick, in 1907 and 1908. The 
Pirates followed suit in 1909. Last 
year the city’s first championship 
team in twenty-five years was beal- 
en baci on its home grounds by the 
Gas House gang of St. Louis in a 
seven-game thriller after returning

It looked as though the fates were 
against the battling Bengals. They 
lost the opening game of this year's 
series but then went on, despite the 
loss of their slugging first baseman, 
Hank Greenberg, to take three 
straight from the Cubs, drop the 
fifth game and then outfinish the 
Chicagoans in a spine-tingling slug- 
fest this afternoon in a warm-wea- 
ther finish to a series that other- 
wise had been the coldest in history.

The final game was filled with 
tense moments, some of the hardest 
hitting of the series, and matked 
by a bitter renewal of the warfare 
between the Cubs and Umpire Gco. 
Moriarty of the American League 
before Bridges earned the decision 
over French, Both pitchers went the 
route, under heayy fire, as each 
team collected an even dozen base- 
hits. Both hurlers did some superb 
work in the pinches, but the Tigers 
got the “breaks” when they could 
be’ most useful, and capitalized their 
chances lo squeeze out their third 
one-run. victory in the last four 
games, 

Led by the sensational Billy. Her- 
man, who banged out three hits, in- 
cluding a home run in the fifth in- 
ning, and drove home all three Chi- 
cago runs, the Cubs put up a gal- 
lant fight to send the series into a 
seventh game, Scrapping all the way 
swinging from the heels against 
Bridges’ fast ball, the Natfonal 
Leaguers tied the score in he 3rd, 
took the lead in the fifth, and yield- 
ed only after giving the Tigers a 
last-minute scare. 

“On the Spot” Again 

A close decision at third base by 
Umpire Moriarty, in the third cost 
the Cubs one run and another rul- 
ing by the same arbiter, in the sixth 
had the Cubs growling in bitter pro- 
test ‘against the man who seemed 
fated to be “on the spot” any time 
there was a close play to call with 
the fortunes of the National Leag- 
uers vitally involved. 

After singles by Cochrane and 
Charley Gehringer and Pele Fox's 
double had sent the Tigers off with 
f one-run lead in the first inning, 
the Cubs opened fire in the third 
against Bridges. 

Billy Jurges led off with a single. 
French fanned, but Augle Galan's 
sharp drive caromed off Marvin Ow 
en's glove near the first baseline 
for another base hit, sending Jur- 
ges to third. Herman's single to 


right tallied Jurges, but Galan was 
cut down on Fox's brilliant throw to 
“Flea” Clifton, at third base, Galan’s 
hook-slide into the bag was simul- 
taneous with the arrival of the bell. 
The Cubs kicked vehemently, re- 
newing their feud with Moriarty, 
but it did them no good. 


Tigers Take Lead 

The Tigers took a 2 to 1 lead in 

the fourth with the aid of another 
“break”. Gerald Walker who had re- 
placed Jo-Jo White in centre field 
and Billy Rogell led off with base- 
hits.

Asked at Brantford 
About Finance Cor- 
poration Losses. 


Galt, Oct. 6. — The war scare has 
been “a lucky thing for Mr, Bennett 
with his 225,000,000 bushels of 
wheat,” Hon. H. H. Stevens, Recon- 
struction Party Leader, told an au- 
dience here last night. 
Prices Are Up. 

Wheat prices had advanced, due 
to the threat of war, “I suppose Mr. 
Bennett will take credit for that 
He has taken credit for nearly ev- 
erything else, But, anyway, I am 
mighty glad to see the farmer get a 
fair price for his crop this year, be- 
cause, in many cases, he’s got a 
Small crop.” 

The Reconstruction Party Leader 
made a whirlwind wind-up to the 
last week but one of the general 
election campaign. From an after- 
noon meeting at Simcoe, he rushed 
to Brantford, where he addressed 
an audience on agricultural and in- 
dustrial problems of Canada.

“Haven't An Enemy 
in the Whole Town,” 
Say Happy Couple 
Who Have Lived Half 

- Century in Lindsay. 


“We have been married and haye 
lived in Lindsay for fifty years but 
Wwe can stand on the corner of Kent 
Strect and William Street and say 
that wo haven't an enemy in tha 
Whole town.” Thus spoke Mr. and 
Mrs. James Kent, of 91 King Street 
in interview with a Post reporter 
who discovered that Saturday would 
be thelr fiftieth wedding anniver- 
sary. “Yes, tomorrow is our wedding 
anniversary, but the ohildren are 
having a bib of a time tonight be- 
cause they can’t very well have a 
party on Saturday night,” sald Mrs. 
Kent, who is in her 69th year and 
who looks ten years younger. The 
“bit of a time” will probably de- 
velop into a good old-fashioned 
square dance. 

Mr. Kent, who is in his seyentieth 
year, was born at Mount Horeb, the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. James Kent 
and Mrs. Kent, who was Catherine 
Young, was born in York County, 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs, John 
Young. They have three children 
living and twelve grandchildren. 
One son was killed in 1922 by a car 
on William Street and another boy 
died while in his teens, The son who 
was killed in 1922 came through the 
Great War unscathed and met death 
three years after his arrival home.

The safe welghs ap- 
proximatedy 600 pounds, a consid- 
crable load to carry away so the 
thieves apparently found it neces- 
sary to commandeer one of the 
company’s trucks. They carried the 
safe to the garage, put it in the 
truck, filled the truck with gas and 
oil and went merrily on their way. 

Earl Vanstone, manager of the lo- 
cal branch of the Purity Bread 
Company, stated that the safe con- 
tained approximately $500 in cash. 
The truck is a red Chevrolet with 
Purity Bread written on the sides 
in large letters. Its license number

PARIS, October 14. — War In a 
distant gorner of East Africa is 
largely translated today, as far as 


France is concerned, into an op- 
portunity to play local politics at

To many Frenchmen, the impulse 
to remain loyal to the principles of 
the League of Nations means simp- 
ly the veiled ambition to destroy 
fascism wherever it exists, in Italy 
Germany, or elsewhere, in fayor of 
communism, 

To many others, the war gives po- 
portunity to vent hatred of Eng- 
land and of democracy, and to {n- 
stall a thoroughly “authoritarian” 
or fasclstic form of government 
here. 

A smaller group, composed of 
such intellectuals as Jules Ro- 
mains, finds in the British attitude 
toward Geneva at this time, the 
most optimistic advance in inter- 
national relations the world has 
yet seen. These people demand of 
France complete loyalty to the 
League and declare that here at 
last the principles of order, justice, 
and peace for mankind can be 
strongly founded. 

Attacks on Britain 
By Press Are Violent 

In large sections of the popular 
press, controlled by conservative in- 
terests, attacks on Britain have be- 
come violent, and professions of de- 
votion equally so.

For 
centuries, French and British have 
gone along misunderstanding each 
other, It was nol easy to change 
this feeling even as allies in the 
world war. The ayerage Frenchman 
doesn’t see why he should concern 
himself with a distant colonial ex- 
Pedition into Africa. ks 

Granting that all nations. have 
the same thing — Japan only re- 
cently, without serious objections 
from the League — he doessn’t see 
why he should be bothered. He 
doesn’t yet see the necessity which 
France has for an international 
moral code as the surest defense 
against Germany. 

Only when Hitler makes an overt 
menacing gesture against France 
itself (or France's friends in Mid- 
dle Europe) will the Frenchman 
rally once more, as an individual, 
to the thesis of the League of Na- 
tions as his best protection.

cass is to be produced. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station at Predericton, N.B., experi- 
ments haye been conducted to de- 
termine the value of potatoes when 
fed in combination with ground 
grains and skim-milk. It has been 
found that satisfactory gains can 
be made when potatoes are fed at 
the rate of four pounds for each 
pound of grain. Skim-milk should 
be fed liberally with this ration for 
best results, Potatoes are fed, pref- 
erably cooked. The grain mixture 
may consist of almost any mixture 
of common ground grains but it is 
advisable to include some barley in 
the mixture especially during the 
latter part of the fattening period. 
Where grain and milk only are fed, 
a suitable mixture consists of equal 
parts of middlings, ground oats and 
ground barley until the pigs weigh 
about 120 pounds and then add ene 
extra part of barley. Where pota- 
toes are fed, one part of barley 
should be omitted. In this experi- 
ment, where the meal mixture was 
yalued at $155 per hundred pounds, 
potatoes had a feed value of 25 
cents per hundred pounds. 

An experiment is also under way 
to compare the value of fish meal 
and skim-miJk as protein supple- 
ments when fed with grain and po- 
tatoes and with grain only. Thr 
results, at present, indicate that fish 
meal can replace skim-milk satis- 
factorily. The hogs recelying fish 
meal are actually making slightly 
faster gains at a lower cost than 
those receiving skim milk. In this 
test, fish meal is being fed at the 
rate of nine per cent of the grain 
ration for the first 60 days of the 
feeding period and it is then gradu- 
ally reduced until the grain mixture 
contains five per cent of fish meal. 
The very satisfactory results obtain- 
ed where either skim-milk or fish 
meal are used to balance a ration 
of farm grains or of farm grains 
and waste potatoes, are of great 
importance in feeding hogs eco- 
nomically.

One cf the reasons for the great- 
ness of this country is the inher- 
ent and I use that word, inherent, 
becauss it seems to suit 
place better than anything else 1 
could ‘chioos>, the {inherent 
respect they have for all 
things Divine. The British pso- 
ple have the greatest respect for 
the Almighty, of eash and every 
ccuntry in which they come in con- 
tact and they use everyone with the 
same degree of fairness, In the old- 
en days 85 per cent’ of the people 
lived on the land and the other 15 
per cent were the politicians or the 
city slickers.” Now strange as it 
may seem to you the laws then and 
the laws now are the same finda- 
mentally; they only differed’ in 
practice.

The traders were more or less class- 
ed as plunderers; the idea seemed 
to be to take as much‘as you could 
and give nothing in neturn, Conse- 
quently when the first English trad- 
er arrived he was treated as anoth- 
er While man and to the sturpris> 
ef the natives he’ gave in return 
something for everything he look 
The next time he came back he was 
recelved with open arms, By means 
of the grapevine system of commun- 
{cation this news was spread to the 
yarious parts of the wotld and the 
Pnglish began to be recelved every- 
where, 

The North and South Americas 
were the next in line and the Eng- 
Vsh traders found that hore they 
had epposition in the form of the 
Spanish who determined that the 
English>shouwld not get any of the 
trade in this country. The English 
Were outelassed” becauss the Span- 
{sh had a navy and at that time 
the British didn’t. The resourceful 
ness of the British then came to 
the fore. The heavy galleons: of 
the Spanish were the ch{éf’ craw- 
back, due to the fet that they were 
tco awkward to move around. The 
Brilish therefore built faster and 
smaller ships that could outmanoeu- 
vna the heavier vessels. The results 
of the Spanish Armada are known 
to everyone by now. 

The people of these countries 
where the English traded began: to 
realiz3 that this countny that’ could 
deal in trade matters so suctessfully 
must have wonderfull backing so 
they bezan lo come to the Captains 
of the ships*for advice as fo what 
they should co, And there 's whers

with the ones of today. In those 
days they had to be business men 
and know how to handle people. 
That was the start of the British 
acyuring all these lands she now 
possesses; in the majority of the 
cases most of these countries came 
to’ Great Britain and asked that 
they be taker over and more or less 
managed by Britain: 

The next danger came in the 
form of the American Clipper ship 
which for some time held up the 
British shipping. Mr. Hunter show- 
ed how the British overcame this 
obstacle. 
this has her shipping been seriously 
afected. Mr. Hunter gave several 
interlesting comparisons between 
lack of international’ laws then and 
the ones that we have now, 

Mr. Hunter gave in detail the sl-

In conclusion Mr. ‘Hunter 
gave several of his exper-

Lakes steamer “Wexford” and he

toria Reveals 


Bruce McNey:n is the sixth Lib- 
era) representative to represent Vic- 
toria. County in the House of Com- 
mons in Ottawa since Confedera- 
tion, In. 1903 the old ridings were 
changed. South and North Victoria 
ridings were amalgamated into one 
on the passing of a Representation 
Act. 

From 1867 to 1874 the Dominion 
goyernment was dominated by the 

, Liberal-Conservative party under 
the Rt. Hon. John A. MacDonald. 
Victoria County. was, however, in 
the ‘opposition for part of the 
time. In the election of 1867 John 
Morrison (Liberal) of Woodville, de- 
feadted John Cameron  (Conserya- 
tiye) of Toronto, in North Victoria 
and/in South Victoria George 
Kempt, (Liberal) of Lindsay defeat- 
ed-Hector-Cameron, Q.C., (Conser- 
vative) of Toronto. 

The next election, in 1872, saw a 
complete turn-over..In North Vic- 
topia: Joseph Staples (Conservative) 
of Bexley defeated the former mem- 
ber, and in South Victoria, George 
Dormer (Conservative), a Lindsay 
barrister, defeated John McLennan 
a merchant of the same town. 

In 1873 a Liberal government un- 
der Hon. Alexander Mackenzie was 
returmed with a large’ majority. Vic- 
toria stayed Conservative, however.

W. Fairbairn (Conseryative) e- 
ceived a majority of 244 over Sam 
Hughes (Conservative) in North 
Victoria and Charles W. Fairbairn 
(Conservatvie) received a majority 
of 14 over Thomas Walters (Liberal) 
in South Victoria.

Microwave Claims Ability To 
Stop Aeroplanes in Mid- 
Air. To Work For Mussolini 


GENOA, Italy, Oct. 17. — Gugllel- 
mo Marconi, distinguished Itallan 
inventor, and his microwave, which 
he believes will be a new and ex- 
tremely useful weapon of war, will 
soon be on the African front. 
The inventor of wirezess arrived 
today from Brazil and announced 
he would confer with Premier Mus- 
solini Immediately about a militray 
assignment in Eritrea, He is report- 
ed to have carried on experiments 
with the short-wave radio beams 
designed” to stop the engines of 
enemy aeroplanes in flight. 
These experiments have been sur- 
rounded by the deepest secrecy be- 
cause of the military significance. 
But as long ago as the summer of 
1933, Marconi let the world know 
the micro-wave could be made into 
a yaluable instrument of warfare. 
Before sailing for Brazil it was 
belleved Marconi was experimenting 
with the use of the wave to stall 
the ignition systems of aeroplanes 
in mid-air. Last May he gave a 
demonstration to Tl Duce,

Accidental Death Verdict 
Returned By Jury In 
Sunderland Fatality 


No Blame Attached, 
to Mrs. McMurtry in 
Death of Mrs. Fred 
Kay at Sunderland 
on August 13. 


A verdict of accidentaY death was 
brought in by a coroner’s jury in 
the inquest Into the death of Mrs. 
Fred Kay of Sunderland, who died 
in the Ross Memorial Hospital fol- 
lowing an accident on August 13, 
Coroner Dr, F. A. Logan presided. 
The personnel of the Jury was — 
Jack Griffis, foreman; Pat Jakins, 
Farl Craig, C. C. Cresswell, L. Ms- 
Gahey, A. Burke, Allan Blewett, G. 
Cuthbert. 

The eyldence indicated that the 
fatal accident was caused by the 
late Mrs. Kay walking across the 
road in front of a car driven by a 
Mrs. McMurtry of Pickering. It was 
ajleged that Mrs. Kay had got out 
of a car parked on the side of the 
street in Sunderland and had walk- 
ed into the path of the car, Mrs. 
MeMuriry stated that she saw Mrs. 
Kay in front of her and she thought 
that she was far enough across the 
road to clear, It looked, said Mrs. 
MeMurtry as though another step 
yiuld aye taken Mrs. Kay far 
enough out of my road to allow the 
car to pass without striking her, In- 
stead of taking another step for- 
ward, Mrs. Kay stepped backward 
and was struck by the car. Mrs. 
McHurtry stated. A daughter of 
Mrs. McMurtry who was @ pas- 
cenger in the car, gave similar evi- 
dence. 

Other witnesses who answered 
questioning by the Crown were Dr. 
McLennan, of Sunderland, who was 
called to the scene of the accident 
and who gave expert medical testi- 
mony on the case; Fred Kay, hus- 
band of the deceased lady, who 
drove Mrs. Kay to Sunderland and 
who parked the car on the side of 
the street just prior to the accident, 
and a Mr. Durward of Sunderland. 

The jury was charged by the 
Crown and retired to come to their 
verdict. After a deliberation of 
about twenty minutes the jury re- 
turned with the verdict that Mrs. 
Fred Kay died in the Ross Memor- 
jal Hospita) as a result of injuries 
received in an automobile acciident 
jn Sunderland on August 13. No 
blame was attached to Mrs, Mc- 
Murtry.

Zennett Will 
Be Head of 
Opposition 


Ottawa Reports Decis- 
ion to Continue As 
Conservative Leader. 


OTTAWA, Oct, 18, — Prime Min- 
ister R. B. Bennett intends to carry 
on as leader of the Opposition in 
the new parliament, This informa- 
tion came from a source close to 
Mr, Bennett today as Liberal Lead- 
er Mackenzie King continued his 
task of preparing to! take over the 
reins of goyernment and selecting 
his cabinet. 


Despite his strenuous campaign 
during the election, Mr. Bennett is 
in better health than he has enjoy- 
ed for months. Six months ago, dur- 
ing his long convalescence from a 
serious heart ailment it was doubt- 
ed if he would be able to contest the 
election or even continue in public 
life, 


As the last sessfon of parliament 
drew to a close, however, Mr. Ben- 
nett’s strength returned and he as- 
sumed the full burden of his office. 
The election campaign found him in 
fighting trim and he undertook a 
speaking itinerary which took him 
across Canada, 

When the ellection result and the 
defeat of his Government became 
kmown he said he had no regrets, 
but was pleased at having been able 
to serye Canada, It was not until 
today, however, that his continu- 
ance as leader of the Conservative 
party was assured. 

This, of course, does not preclude 
the possibility of his rtirement be- 
fore the next general election. The 
maximum term of Parliament is 5 
years, and at the end of another 5 
years Mr. Bennett -will’ be 70 years 
old. His intention is merely {o carry 
on for the time being. 

Final Cabinet Meeting 

The first since the election, and 
possibly the last meeting of the 
Bennett cabinet haS been called for 
Monday afternoon, Most of the 
ministers are now back in Ottawa, 
although one or two are expected to 
arrive over the week?end. Thesé in- 
clude Hon. Robert Weir, minister 
of agriculture, and Hon, Grote Stir- 
ling, minister of national defence. 

In the quiet seclusion of Laurier 
House the Prime Minister-elect 
Spent today lning up his cabinet 
and dealing with hundreds of let- 
ters and telegrams which have 
poured in on him since the election, 

Mr. King has had few ‘callers so 
far, Hon. Ernest Lapointe, former 
minister of justice, is In Ottawa and 
has conferred with the new Goy- 
ernment head & number of times. 
So far Mr. Lapointe is the only man 
considered certain to enter the 
King cabinet, and Mr. King has 
been taking his advice as to other 
selections, 

Premier James G, Gardiner of 
Saskatchewan called on Mr, King 
and spent some time with him to- 
day. Mr, Gardiner arrived in Otta- 
wa this morning and eexpects to re- 
wa this morning and expects to re-

Another Liberal stalwart who has 
called on Mr, King is Hon. J. L, 
Ralston, former minister of na- 
onal defence, Col, Ralston did not 
contest the election and announced 
some time ago he was abandoning 
polltiés for his Montreal law prac- 
tice. He has returned to Montreal,

From Pier. 


TORONTO, Oct, 21 — Lionel 
Wellesley McCann, aged 33, 
manager, and former amateur hoc- 
key player, was drowned yesterday 
afternoon when a motor car he was 
driving plunged off the pier back of 
the Terminal Warehouse into the 
Bya. 

The motor car, according to eye- 
witnesses, sped south on the pier at 
between fifty and sixty miles an 
hour and shot with bullet-like speed 
off the pier and travelled some 35 
feet in the air before striking the 
water. 

A large number of witnesses on’ the 
pier were horrified as the car 
flashed down the side of the wharf 
and plunged into the water, 

Life savers located the car, ang 
derrick was secured from the Hir- 
bor Commission, William Swalwell, 
a diver employed by the city, fas- 
tened a cable around the car, and 
Superintendent Hilliard Lang, Sec- 
ond Officer Dewey Robinson and a 
crew from the main life-saving sta- 
tion assisted in its salvage. 
Witnesses to Tragedy. 

Anthony Snider, 14 Augusta Aye 
was sitting on the cement near the 
waterfront when, he told a reporter 
he saw a car coming down the 
dock, “It whizzed by me, shot off 
the pier and plunged into the wa- 
ter,” he said. 

Maldwyn Williams, aged 19, a 
student of Knox College, also was 
on the dock. He expressed the opin- 
jon that the machine was going be- 
tween fifty and sixty miles an hour. 
Charles Short, 29 St. Joseph Street 
was another witness of the fatality, 
“IT never saw anything. like it, 
and don’t want to mgain,” Short 
declared “I heard the roar of a 
car coming down York Street.

It is believed that the number of 
individuals whaq stutter or stam- 
mer is very large as there are 20,000 
in (New York City alone. 


All sorts of devices and methods 
haye been tried to enable the 
sttammerer to talk clearly. This 
was because it was thought that 
stammering or stuttering was o de- 
fect of the speech—tongue’ cr 
throat—failing to remember that 
when the stammerer was among his

You can have a short 
capelet with the pelts ar- 
ranged horizontally and 
wear it over a furless day- 
time coat as well as for ey- 
ening.

How to Pick Pelts 

Unless you know a good 
deal about furs, better take 
an authority with you 
when you shop for silver 
fox, First grade pelts are 
coal black — neyer brown- 
ish. The fur is thick, shim- 
mering and glossy. 

The amount of silver has 
nothing to do with the 
quality of the pelt. An all 
black one can be right in 
the first grade class with 
quarter, half, three-quar- 
ter and full-silyered ones 
The color is a matter of 
individual choice. Right 
now, three-quarter silvers 
are most popular, so you'll 
find these a bit more ex- 
pensive than pelts that 
have less silver. “s 

The light hairs in genuine 
silver fox are’ black at the 
root and tip — silver in the 
middle. Imitation silver fox 
shows hairs that are dead 
white from root to tip. 

Shake Fur Vigorously 

If you are lucky enough 
to get a silver fox wrap, 
for goodness sake learn to 
care for it correctly. The 
fur never should be stroked 
with the hands or touched 
with a brush. Instead, when 
you want to fluff it up 
and remove dust, shake it 
vigorously. Don’t treat 
furs gently. On fox ranches

Slated For 
Toronto Bout 


Brown Bomber 
Fight in Toronto On 
November 13th. 


New York, Oct, 17—Joe Louls will 
deliver his next package of fistic 
explosives the night of Dec. 3, 
when he boxes In the feature match 
of the annual Christmas Fund Ben- 
efit Show at the Bronx Coliseum, 
but it was not definitely decided to- 
night whether the recipient would 
be Paulino Uzcudun, the old Span- 
ish woodchopper. 

The sensational negro’s managers, 
Jullan Black and John Roxborough 
visited Promoter Mike Jacobs today 
and agreed it would be all wight for 
Joe to chip a few chunks off the 
concrete chin of Paulino or any 
other available opponent. The 
Spaniard already has accepted 
terms by cable for a match with 
Louis, It appears to be all set ex- 
cept for a formal announcement. 

Jacobs confined himself to a state 
ment that an opponent for Louis 
would be named within three ov 
four days from one of three pros- 
pects. He refused to give the nam- 
es of the other possibilities. The 
Coliseum will be rebuilt to seat 20,- 
000 and rival Madison Squar Gar- 
den f metropolitan indoor 
arena. 

The role of punch playmate for 
belters who can't find any one else 
is an old one for Paulino, now 36 
years old. Max Schmeling starting 
hacking him up as early as 1929, 
when he carved the Spaniard fear- 
fully in fifteen rounds, tnit could 
not put him away. Six years later, 
last July in Berlin, Schmeling still 
was trying to bring the Basque 
down without success.

Tu nthrough gravy and sauce com- 
binations, just as reminder. A 
beef roast either rolled or standing 
is served with 
brown gravy with Yorkshire pud- 
ding. Or if the roast is done rare

brown gravy. 

Filet of beef goes best with a tart 
spiced jam or conserye and mush- 
Toom sauce, There are seldom 
enough juices from a filet to make 
@ brown gravy. 

Lamb is good with the old relia- 
ble mint sauce or mint jelly but 
currant or crabapple jelly will do 
—And of course the gravy is brown. 
Tart Fruits With Ham 

Pork? Well, apple or cranberry 
scauce, don’t you think, and no 
gravy. 

Did you ever try ham with brown- 
ed pineapple or a tart relish and 
hot raisin sauce? Indeed, almost any 
tart spiced fruit can be used with 
ham. Peach pickles, 
ples and spiced ears from ycur own 
stock for instance. 

Cranberry sauce or any ‘tart jam 
go well with veal and brown gravy. 

Turkey and chicken, everybouy 
knows, cry out for cranberry sauce 
or jelly and giblet gravy. 

Oranges, in sauce or baked, or 
with currant jelly form the tradi- 
onal 
brown gra while sappleorcran- 
bery sauce will do for the goose, with 
brown gravy, while apple or cran- 
the side. 

Nearly any vegetable goes with 
roast beef or filet, either. 

Spinach, peas and asparagus are 
Taditional with lamb. 

Pork is best served with green col- 
ored vegetable such as brussels 
Sprouts and broccoli, also the strong 
juiced vegetables. 

Watch Strong Juiced Vegetables 

Green and white 
should be 
avoid the strong-juiced ones 
they overpower the flavor of the 
ham. 

Turnips, onions, squash, aspara- 
gus and peas go with fowl; cauli- 
flower and brussels sprouts, too. 

A “Meal Planning Guide” pub- 
lished in 1850 advises the house- 
wife to serve light colored veget- 
ables with dark meats and dark 
colored vegetables with Hght meals. 
It works in most cases although 
there are some exceptions.

PORTSMITH 
ACQUITTED 
OF MURDER 


Bethany Farmer On 
Trial for Murder Of 
Hired Man Wins the 
Sympathy of Jury At 
Cobourg. 


Cobourg, Oot. 23. — 


“THE JURY have been moy- 
ed by sympathy for your posi- 
tion in spite of ({hemselves,” Mr. 
Justice J. C. Makins observed 
to-day, as he discharged Ralph 
Portsmith from custody a few 
minutes after an Assize Court 
Jury acquitted him of a charge 
of murdering Noel Blaise, his 
former hired man. 

Blaise was shot to death on June 
6, two days after he had been dis- 
oharged by the 35-year-old Bethany 
farmer on discovery that he had 
had intimate relations with Mrs. 
Portsmith. 

Portsmith declared from the wit- 
ness box during the trial that he 
had accidentally shot Blaise 
threugh the forehead as the latter 
crouched to spring at him after be- 
ing ordered for the third time to 
leave the farm. 

The young farmer was calm a5 
he heard the jury return their ver- 
dict after two hours of deliberation 

"They might well have brought 
in a verdict of guilty, 1f nob mur- 
der, of inanslaughter,” sald Mr. Jus- 
tice Makins sternly, “but they were, 
no doubt, moved by sympathy. 
Hereafter, refrain from taking the 
law into your own hands.” 
Thanksgiving Day Reunion. 

Freed in time for a Thanksgiving 
dinner at home with his wife and 
children, Portsmith stepped down 
from the prisoner's dock with little 
show of emotion, but he broke down 
a few moments after rejoining his 
wife and family. 

Portsmith himself was the key 
witness al the two-day trial. He said 
he had hired Blaise, a Peterboro 
man, early in May to do the heavy 
work at the farm because he was 
working at night himself in a Pe- 
terboro factory. He discharged 
Blaise June 4. 

“That morning my wife came to 
me crylog with Blaise right behind 
her,” Portsmith related to the court 
"My wife told me she had acted 
wrongly with Blaise and that he 
was now threatening her. I told 
him that he hadn't acted straight 
| and discharged him, I tried to get 
it straightened out so I took Blalse 
and my wife to see Constable Carey 
to talk over the case, 

Qorget for Children's Sake.

Portsmith with a sob. 

He sald Blaise was paid off ir 
Peterboro and that when he re- 
turned to his car with his wife 
there was a note from Blaise in the 
latter's coat, pocket announcing he 
would come back again to see her. 

The farmer declared he and his 
wife heard somebody prowling about 
the house the next night, June 5, 
The noxt morning he went to the 
wordshed and heard 1 sound from 
beneath the floor as if some one 
were snoring.

Blaisa was told to leave the farm 
immediately, but sald he had come 
for his clothes.

Crown Attorney De- 
mands Missing Man 
Be Located Before 
Inquest Into Death 


Can Continue. 
Witnesses Heard. 


“There are just enough cir- 
cumstances about this case to 
lead me to believe that it isn’t 
an open and shut case of a wo- 
man being run over by a train,” 
said Crown Attorney J. E. An- 
derson, K.C., in asking for a 
two-week adjournment of the in- 
quest resulting from the death 
of Phyliss Workman. The 
Crown asked for the adjourn- 
ment in order that an import- 
ant witness, Robert Spratt, 
might be found. 

Six witnesses were heard 
prior to the adjournment, the 
first being Dr. M. F. White, who 
was called to the scene of the 
accident by the train crew. 

Dr, M. F. White 


the C.N-R. iron bridge southeast of 
Lindsay at 12.20 am., Oct. 12. He 
recalled finding Miss Workman ly- 
ing between the two rails and suf- 
fering from a severe wound on her 
left ankle, the foot being almost sev- 
ered, and also from shcok.. “I do, 
not believe she was moved,” said 
the Doctor, “although I found her 
purse and some other trinkets a 
short distance of where she was ly- 
ing, which might indicate that she 
had been rolled. Her pulse was very 
weak but she was partly conscious. 
I had her moved to the hospital as. 

Her leg was ampu-] 
tated Saturday morning. 
The: doctor further stated Sinae 
Miss Workman was suffering from 
a cut on the back of her head. The 
cut on her head, he said, ran in a 
semi-circular direction; it was very 
deep and ran through the skull. 
The witness stated that the cut 
might haye been caused by her be- 
ing rolled from the east to the west. 
The victim of the accident died on 
Oct. 15 from these injuries, stated 
the doctor. She never recovered

but the clothing was not torn, She 
bled very little, said the doctor, the 
crushing of the leg preventing any

Mr. Watson, the engineer in 
charge of the locomotive, was the 
next witness heard.

Minden Power Plant Cos 
$100,000 more than Expected 


Chief Increase Is In Cost Of 
Dam and Power House — 
Transmission Line, Tail 
Race and Flooded Area Al- 
so Exceed Estimates. — 
Machinery Falls Below Es- 
timate.

Debentures for another $100,000 
will have to be issued to complete 
payment for the new power plant 
at Minden, expenditures haying ov- 
errun the estimates by $105,000. The 
chief imcrease was in the cost of 
the dam ‘and power house whith ex- 
ceeded the estimate by $96,531. This 
was due to the fact that the dam 
had to go deeper than was antici- 
pated to reach solid rock, inyolving 
extra excavation and cement, The 
tenders were based on “unit” 
prices, not on a bulk sum, The item 
for “power site” in the attached 
statement includes surveying, legal 
fees and other expenditures con- 
nected with the acquiring of the 
property, The amount paid the 
owners of the waterpower site was

Forty miles a day was considered 
a long trip for one of the old horse- 
drawn guns, with unsprung wheels 
and iron tires. Now, lowed by high- 
speed trucks, a rubber-tired “75” 
can cover 3000 miles in the same 
length of time, without being ex- 
tended, e 

Speed of transport is not the only 
improvement. The new guns haye 
been made over as to trail, traverse, 
elevation, and firing range. With 
elevation of 45 degrees, they can 


pared with not more than 9000 for 
the old models. 

Many of them have the split trail 
(“tail” of the gun) Instead of the 
old box trail. This gives an Increase 
on trayerse (their angle right and 
left) from the old figure of 6 de~ 
grees to 85 degrees today. 

The U.S. army is converting its 
iron-tired “75s” into the rubber-tired 
type as rapidly as possible, nearly 
half of the regular army’s 400 
guns of this kind now being equip- 
ped for speedy travel.

INTELLIGENCE AND THE DRUG 
TREATMENT OF |JEPILEPSY) 


Although the cause of epilepsy is 
still unknown despite the thorough 
search in all parts of the world, 
the treatment is now so helpful 
thal most cases are kept free from 
attacks, and the attacks of others 
are much less severe, 

The treatment now is: 

(a) Cutting down on all starch 
foods—bread, sugar, candy, pota- 
toes, pastry, Marmalade. 

(b) Cutting down on all lquids— 
tea, coffee, water, soft and hard 
drinks of all kinds. 

(c) Increasing the amount of fat. 
foods butter, aleomargarine, 
cream, fat meats, egg yolks, cheese, 
pork, gesee, nuts, chocolate, vege- 
table olls—olive, peaunt, cottonseed: 
(d) The use of drugs known as 
the barbiturates which are gener- 
ally used in the form of phenobar- 
bital in one-quarter to one-and-a- 
half grain doses. 

| Keeping strictly to the above 
treatment has meant a complete 
change in the lives of many afflict- 
ed with what are known ag “epilep- 
toid” symptoms. They have been 
enabled togo about their work or 
play without fear of the embar- 
rassment of these attacks, 
Formerly there was a question as 
to whether these attacks would not 
In time catise mental symptoms— 
mental decay—but research work- 
ers tell us that these individuals 
are usually as bright as thelr fel- 
lows and there is nq lose in mental 
ability. 

Now that this drug. (the barbl- 
turates) is so generally used the 
question ‘arises ag to what will be 
the effect of the constant or daily 
use of this drug on the mental abil- 
ity or intelligence. 

| Drs. Fetterman and Barnes in an 
article on ‘Serial Studies of ‘the 
Intelligence of Patients with Epil- 
epsy” In Archives gf Neurology and 
Psychiatry say: Another (finding 
from this study is that the: intelli- 
gence is not materially altered by 
the continued use of sedative 
(quieting) drugs, The majority of 


,patients Included in the eludy had 


been taking o sedative usually 
phengbarbital in doses of from 2 to 
6 grains dally. As these patients 
showed no significant deterloration 
(oss in mental ability) it Js sug- 
gested that the Jong-continued use 
of these sedatives does not of St- 
self produce a reduction In the in- 
telligence.

compulsory under the present 
Game and Fisheries Act. This be- 


ing the case an endeavour was 
made to frame a regulation to allow 
sufficient dogs for this purpose 
and yet not permit large packs of 
dogs to be taken*into the woods 
by any separate hunting party. As 
these provisions now stand there| 
Must be an organized party of four 
before the use of a dog is per- 
mitted—and in such case one dog 
only. Unlike the privilege whi(J| 
applies to the taking of two does 
or fawns, the use of two dogs is| 
permitted to any party of five, six, 
seven or eight hunters. There must 
be nine or more hunters in a par- 
ty before the use of the maximum 
number of three dogs permitted 
under the regulationg would be al- 
lowed. The object of this is to pre- 
vent more than one or two dogs 
being allowed to run deer at one 
time by the party in whose posses- 
sion they may be found. It is 
necessary that each dog so used for 
the hunting of deer be licensed at 
a fee of $2.00. 

It has been provided that it shall 
be unlawful to molest or shoot 
deer while swimming in the water 
or any Iske or river, though this | 
does not prevent the shooting of
